want. Vea ſuch was the bounty of Bacchus, that he ſent downe 
to haus p2ince of hell, and craued the company of diners his 
acquatntance, which Plutus perfozmedaccozdingly. 

Thither rode great Alexander vp6 the back of pꝛauncing Bu- 
cephalus, bzaucly accopanied with Sardamapalus king of Aſſiria. 
guene Semiramis and Ninus her ſonne , firſt founders of Babils. 

After theſe came Claudius Tiberius, the Romaine Emperour, 
who foz thezeale he had to the vintree, was merely termed 
Caldius Biberius mero: with himcame Caligula, Nero, and Helie- 
gabalus, Anthonie,Cleopatra, and ſuch like. 

After theſe againe came ſtiunbling in blind Homer the greci⸗ 
an poet, and with him came Ariſtophanes, Menander, ę others: 
and along with theſe came Virgill, Horace, Ouid, olde father En- 
nius,Geftery Chaucer, Lydgme, Anthony Skelton, Will. Efderton, 
with infinite mo, whoſe ſeuerall names to rehearſe, were no les 
labour then to make a mouſe to piſſe ouer Poules, : alonſe to 
leap ouer the high tops of Paluerne hills. | 

— — Cicero, oho to the large 
loſe that he had in turning d 02, was called Bicon- 

ius; with him came the blockheaded Balatronus, and Vibidius, 
ecenas trencher⸗mates : ( that old hudule and twang Arifto- 
demus, the ſhadow of Saint Socrates. 

And Proſerpina the infernall qutene, willing to honour Bac- 
chus in what ſhe might, releaſeth Tancalus ſrom out ofthe riuer, 
cauſeth Syfiphus to ceafe from his tumbling taſke,ſets{lxion free 
from his toꝛture: tals downe Prometheus, and compels the vnl- 
tures,deuoaring his heart, to teaſe from their pꝛay, andfo2 the 
time only that Bacchus feaſt continueth, ſhe doth licence them al 
to depart, f | 

Gl were they to be releaſed tho but fo2 atime, and glad was 
Bacchus that it was his tot to welcome tuch willing guelkes, 

As Bac chus was thus moſt brite friends, behold 


a truerend routo teſoꝛted towartit his court with a trumpet.

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Who they were, from whence they came, and in what manner 
they appeared in pꝛelence followeth as thus, 
Firſt ol all came Dauid D1ie-throte , from Lesbona in Portw« 
gale; in his hand hee held a peece well fild with wine of Canary, 
dich with cap and kuee hee pꝛeſentedto god Bacchus, and gaue 
place to the reſt. 

Secondlo, came Alexander Addlchead,from Dun Baur, a Scot, 
who offered to his god a dozen of ted het rings to ſeaſon his mouth 
befoze he ſat downe to taſte his liquoꝛ. 

Thirdlp,thereſkipt in a Spaniard, of the city of Logronio, Na 
med Blayner Bloblip, who gratifying bis god with two lunons, x 
an ozenge pill, with a moſt lowly legge he lept alide. 

Fourthly,came wallowing in a Germane,bozne in Mentz, bis 
name was Gotfrey Grouthead; with him he bꝛougbt a wallet full 
of woodcocks heads, the bjaines thereof tempered with other 
ne, is a paſſing pꝛeſeruatiue agaluſt the ale-paſſion 02 paine itt 


pate. 

Fiftly,came poſting in one Peers Spendall from Brunduſium, an 
Italian frier, with a pot full of holy water, ſpꝛinkling to and fro, 
and round about him, to dziue awap the diuell, leaſt hee ſhould 
chance to come inuiftble and deceaue them of their donde. | 
The 6. was one Frauncis Franckfellow, a Corinthian in the 
thecoaſts of Achaia, with him he bzoughta box of oyle, that Bac- 
chus therewith might baſte his belly, when it was ready to crack, 
ee the mall crums that tumbled out of

The ſeuenth was one Simon Swil-kan, he came from Colops a 
citie in Africa, and p2eſentep to Bacchus a buttock of Bacon x

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ſhe came krom Archelais, a citiein Cappadocia, with a fanne of fe- 

thers in one hand and a loaking glaſſe in the other: which both ſhe 

gaue to Bacchus: the one to gather winde, leaſt his bꝛeath ſhoulde 
katle him when be blewa long blaſt in a wine pot: the other to ſee 
to his noſe, leaſt continuing ouerlong in a ſier ie colour, it ſhoulve 
chance to be changed into a Carbuncle. 

The /0. was one Phillip Filpot, bzought bp in Varicaaciticof 
Iberia, and one of the ſect of Saint Sinckator. This Philip was 
a phiſition, and bzought to his god Bacchus a certaine potion, 
merueilous in operation, of which who ener he were that did 
dzinke after hee had beene well whitled , by vertne thereof, if 
32 were a ſleepe , ſhoulde neuer awake till bee were 
wiler. | 

The . was a J:webozne in Toppa, hee had to name Chri- 
ſtopher Crabface,a man famous in Altrologie : hee bzought in 
bis hand a Pꝛognoſtication newly compoſed, which bee beſto- 
wed on god Bacchus. In which booke hee had largly ſet down 
diuers detriments act identall this peare: Eſpecially thus JI no- 
ted, that many dzunkards whiles they looked vpwards on high 
towards the man in the Boone, ſhall beate their necks do wn- 
wards below in the bottome of a ditch, | 
The 7/2. was Gilbert Goodfellow, from Arbila, an Aſſyri- 
an: this Gilbert was a butcher , and bzonght with him an 
hoggs head, a ſheepes tongue, and a calues chauldzon; the 
hogs bead foꝛ barneſſe againſt encreatie : the ſheepes tongue to 
temper his owne the better in telling of a true tale, and & 
calues chauldzon fo wap bp his noddle, leaſt in the ende of a 
banquec his inward heate ſhould fame out witha farewell co all 
good felowſhip. | 

The 73. came from Choka a titie in Arabia, named Nicho- 
las Neuerthriue; hee bzought with him a pudding pie, pꝛetilie 

powdzed with ſuch hot ſpices as his countrie plentifully dooth 
affozde : which beeing once taſted , vooch maruelloully en- 
— a moyſtie appetite, which Bacchus receaued very thank ·

heart,as if the body were in a bath, whoſe inward heats whe thep 
begin to bud koꝛth, tranſtoꝝme themſelues into goſberp grapes to 
be leene moſt plainelp as vnder a vizard of gliſtering glafle, 

The /6, was a pleaſant Parthian of the lately cittie Catompy- 
lon, called Loblurchall; this youth was a fcate fellow, and a fine 
faulkner,with him he caried a water Wagtaile, readie to flie at the 
faire ſt goofe in Wincheſter: which pꝛeſeut god Bacchus accepted 
very gratefully, 

The 17. mas bozne in India, at a faire ritie called Tyndis, this 
fozſooth was a coy dame, called Cate Crafhpor, ſhe tame tl incking
